WASHINGTON, March 13.—An 
admission by Claudius H. Huston 


that he has maintained his con-/ 


tracts with the Muscle Shoals lobby 
since he became Republican Na- 
tional Chairman, and a belated at- 


tempt by the Old Guard to save; 


Huston from an attack that threat- 
ens to force his resignation as party 
chairman, were the high lights of 
today’s brief hearing before the 
Senate Lobby Investigating Com- 
mittee. 

When the committee took an 
early recess because of the sugar 
tariff vote in the Senate, Huston 
was figuratively “on the ropes” as 
the result of questioning by Sena- 
tor Black (Dem.). Alabama. His 
memory became conspicuously 


ed, and he was unable to remem- 
ber important aspects of his finan- 
cial relations with the Muscle 
Shoals lobby. 

However, he admitted that the 
Tennessee River Improvement As- 
sociation, of which he was presi- 
dent prior to his election as Re- 
publican chairman last year, could 
properly be called a lobbying or- 
ganization and that its prolonged 
and persistent efforts te have the 
Government plant at Muscle Shoals 
turned over to the American Cyan- 
amid Co., and the Union Carbide 
Co. could correctly be deseribed as 
lobbying. * 

Memory Fails Badly. 

In contrast to Huston’s insistence 
that he had contributed generously 
of his private funds to support of 
the organization, Senator Black to- 
day sought to show that Huston 
has received financial assistance 
from the association. Husten ad-

Old Guard Takes a Hand. 


The Senate Old Guard made a 
gesture of shielding Husten today 
when Senator Arthur Robinson of 
Indiana appeared belatedly and 
asked a series of prepared ques- 
tions designed to show that there 
was nothing unusual about the as- 
sociation’s bookkeeping methods or 
about Husten relations with it, 
and that there had been nothing 
exceptional in the methods em- 
ployed by the association to get 
Muscle Shoals for the Cyanamid 
Co. and the Union Carbine. 

Encouraged by Rebingon'’s atti- 
tude, Husten plucked up courage 
and remarked that he and the as- 
sociation might have been more 
careful if they realized that “this 
committee of experts” would some 
day examine their methods and ac- 
tivities. This drew a rebuke from 
Senator Waish of Montana, where- 
upon Huston witlidrew his remark. 
Huston said he would attempt

Abandons Questions About Money. 

A vigorous protest by Senator 
Robinson caused Caraway to aban- 
don questioning of Huston regarc- 
ing reports that he had deen 
charged with getting money and 
keeping it in comnection with the 
expenses of delegates to the Re- 
publican National Convention in 
1924. 

Huston reiterated his denial of 
yesterday that the charges referred 
to by Caraway had been made 
against him. Robinson interposed 
as Huston went inte an explana- 
tion of the report. 


“This is net a Democratic com- 
mittee or a Republican committee,” 
he asserted. “lt is a lobby com- 
mittee and ought to be impartial. 
I don“ see where Tennestee poli- 
tics has any place in this investi 
gation at all.“ 


Huston, a Tennesseean, had said 
he was secretary of the Tennessee 
delegation to the convention and 
reserved rooms for them at a 
Cleveland ‘wtel. Caraway an- 
nounced that he would accede to 
Robinsons wishes and the ques 
tioning turned to the huge powér 
project In Alabama.

Senator Tydings of Maryland to- 
day offered a resotution asking the 
Senate to investigate charges that 
Lieut. Alford J. Williams, famous 
“speed king.“ was forced out of the 
Navy Air Service by “brass-but- 


“| toned” batticship Admirals, in an 


effort to hamper the Wer 
of naval aircraft. 

Lieut. Williams, who is known 
not only as the foremost American 
pilot of speed ‘seaplanes, but also 
as the leading designer oft such 
craft, resigned his ‘commission a 
few days ago in protest against an 
order sending him to sea. The ef- 
fect of the order was to-/compel 
him to abandon experiments which 
he has been conducting for more 
than a year. It was signed by Ad- 
miral R. H. Leigh. thief of the 
Bureau of Navigation. 

At the very time this occurred a 
naval subcommittee of the House 
Appropriations Committee was con- 
ducting a quiet inquiry into the 
state of American naval aircraft 
development, as compared to that 
in other countries’ The inquiry al- 
ready had disclosed that the fastest 
American seaplanes are more than 


50 miles an hour slower than the 4 


equivalent types developed by Great 
Britain, Italy and France. 

Since this is the exact type of 
craft in which Lieut. Williams has 
been experimenting, the “impres- 
sion produced among members of 


the committee was that the navy 


“brass buttons” had deliberately 
got rid. ot the only officer who 
might supply the development in 
which the Navy Air Service was 
lacking. 

The hostility of old line officers 
toward the growth ind develop- 


ment of the air services in both the

ment or the prohibition laws. 

The creed follows: 

(1) We believe in the Govern- 
ment of the United States, based 
on the Constitution, the supreme 
law of the land, according to Ar- 


“This Constitution and the laws) 
of the United States which shall 
be made in pursuance thereof: 
shall be the supreme law of the 
land; and the judges in every state 
shall be bound thereby, anything in 
the Constitution or laws of any 
state to the cortrary notwithstand- 
ing.” 

(2) We believe that eee 
of opium, alcohol and other habit- 
making drugs is a necessary pro- 
tection in this machine age. 

(3) We believe the Eighteenth 
Amendment to the Constitution. 
voted by 46 out of 48 states in the 
way prescribed, with a greater ma- 
jority than any other amendment, 
is binding on all states. 

“4. We believe in the Volstead 

ct, which has met the-test of the 
Supreme Court and limits alcoholic 
content to one-half of 1 per cent 
No other standard would be safe for 
children and those not inoculated 
with alcohol. 

“5. We believe that under the 
existing act the buyer is equally 
guilty with the seller in illicit 
transactions in liquor. 

6. We believe that econom- 
ic gain resulting from the use of 
billions of dollars formerly spent in 
saloons, speakeasies and liquor for 
private use now used for better 
homes, clothing, foed, washing and 
sweeping machines gutomobiles, 
radio, life insurance and bank de- 
posits, justifies this law. 

“7. We believe the moral issue 
makes this law obligatory for the 
individual citizen and the duty of 
every church member. and that 
every church should teach respect 
for this law through its priests and 
ministers. 

“8. We believe in personal lib- 


erty for women who have endured 
n 4 


personal slavery through drunken 
husbands, and we recommend 
Paul’s interpretation of liberty i» 
certain eminent educators and leg- 
lalators. 5 

“9. We believe in law observance 
for the protection of life, property, 
homes and human rights. Educa- 
tion in law observance, necessary 
and important, should be supple- 
mented by discipline, the only edu- 
cation fo rthe lawless and criminal 
found largely among the upper 
classes and in the underworld. 

“10. We believe since ‘law 
breakers must not be law makers’, 
law making and enforcement de- 
partments of our Government 
should demand that members, 
sworn to protect and defend the 
Constitution, either cease attacks 
on the Constitution leading to con- 
tempt for law, or relinquish their 
office. And since the first duty 
of the Government is to protect 
the people from violators of the 
law, we call for immediate and 
adequate action whatever the cost. 

“11. We believe, according to the 
Constitution, Article 6, that courts 
of justice should be relieved of 
prejudiced judges, often respon- 
sible for the faflure of justice and 
the breaking down of law, through 
protecting the erimmal rather than 
the public. 

“12. We believe there is no au- 
thority or precedent for submit- 
ting the Constitution as a whole 
or in part, to a national referen- 
dum. 

“15. We believe that the press, 
which bas been in the past and 
should be now a moral and civic: 
asset, ought, without regard to the 
personal opinion of owner and 
editor, to give fair Representation 
of the views of law abiding people 
and the Government, rather than 
continue attacks on the law which 
will not be repealed, and whose 
enforcement may be weakened by 
statements leading to crime and 
disorder. }

attitude of men and women of 
wealth and influence and the fsii- 
vre of officials, there should ‘be 
law enforcement groups of citizens 
in town, county, state and nation 
organized to correct propaganda.

WORLD AIR SPEED RECORD 
FOR LOADED PLANE BROKEN 


NEW YORK, March 13.—Anoth- 
er world air gpeed record was 
brought back to the United States 
today when Capt. Boris Sergievsky 


over a 100-kilometer (62-mile) 
course up Long Island Sound at 
143.3 miles an hour. 

The former world mark for sea- 
planes carrying a useful load of 
2000 kilograms (4409.24 pounds) 
was held by Richard Wagner of 
Germany, with a speed of 1390.1 
miles an hour. Capt. Sergieveky 
previously had beaten this mark by 
two mijes an hour but a new speed 
record to be official must exceed 
the old by at least five miles 
hour. Capt. Sergievsky’s record ex- 
ceeds the old mark bx 13.2 miles. 

The seaplane, a Sikorsky am- 
phibian with the wheels removed 
and powered with two Hornet 575 
horsepower motors, is the same in 
which he recently set an apparent 
new altitude record for seaplanes 
of the class at 19,500 feet.

Capt. Sergievsky, a Russian war 
ace, is chief test pilot for the Si- 
korsky Aviation Corporation.

NEW YORK, March 13. 
H. K. REZMIE, director of 
T the India Independence 
League here, said yesterday 
that once Mahatma Gandhi 
reaches the Gulf of Cambay in 
his march now in progress he 
“will simply take water from 
the sea, evaporate it and make 
salt. In doing so he automat- 
ically becomes a manufacturer 
of salt and violates the law 
which confines production of 
salt to certain selected areas 

and licensed manufacturers. 

“This seems a simple thing to 
do, but because it is so simple 
it becomes the more spectacy- 
lar, the more dramatic to Hin- 
du millions. 

“Salt in India is the only 
leaven that millions have for 
their food—a piece of rock galt 
and a piece of barley bread is a 
day's food. 

“No other measure has had 
such unanimous opposition. The 
salt tax touches every pocket, 
from poorest to the richest. 

“It is regarded as à poll tax.

ASSASSINATING THE CONSTITUTION. 

The Indianapolis News, one of the strongest news- 
papers in the Middle West, and long a supporter of 

has changed its mind about it. 

The editorial in which the News has just an- 
nounced its change of policy is reprinted in full 
upon this page. Testifying before the House Judi- 
ciary Committee last week, C. P. Connolly, a writer, 
said that the metropolitan newspapers of the United 
States are dropping poison into the breakfast cups 
of the people. As a miatter of fact the metropolitan 
papers of the United States, or almost all of them, 
are trying to save the American Constitution. That 
freedom which a metropolitan environment enables 
them to enjoy if they will is sufficiently clear-eyed 
and undisturbed by public clamor to see in national 
prohibition a peril to our form of government and 
ruin to the great foundation upon which it rests. 

Except for the metropolitan newspapers there would 
by this time be left little or nothing of the Consti- 
tution of which Gladstone said that it is “the most 
wonderful work ever struck off at a given time by 
the brain or purpose of man;” of which Bryce wrote: 
“It ranks above every other written constitution for 
the intrinsic excellence of its scheme, its adaptation 
to the circumstances of the people, the simplicity, 
brevity, and the precision of its language, its judi- 
cious mixture of definiteness in principle with elas- 
ticity in detail:“ which De Tocqueville called “the 
most perfect Federal constitution that ever existed ;”’ 
and of which the historian Fiske said that it was 
made by a group of men “containing among them- 
selves a greater amount of political sagacity than 
had ever a been brought within the walls of 
a single room.’ 

‘After viewing for 10 years the troubled scene in- 
duced by prohibition, the News concludes that we 
are “assassinating” the Constitution. Notwithstanding 
its long championship of national prohibition, the 
Indianapolis paper cannot agree that any objective 
is worth so great a sacrifice. It therefore abandons 
its support of “the noble experiment,” and announces 
that so far as it is concerned the experiment is a 
failure. What we are doing, it says, is io change 
the nature of the Constitution. It reminds us that 
the Constitution was designed to be nothing more 
than the framework Of government, and asserts that 
we are converting it into a bundle of statutes — a 
moral code. “The founders of the Republic,” says 
the News, “realized that only the most general rulés 
could be applied to a territory as extended as our 
territory even then was, and to a people that dif- 
fered widely among themselves in many important 
particulars. But now we are not only legislating in 
the Constitulicn—which in itself is a mistake and 
a very serious one—but Icgislating in regard to 
matters which the fathers would have left, and 
meant to be left, to the people in their local com- 
munities, and for a country vastiy more ertended 
than the fathers ever dreamed it would be, and for 
a vastly more diverse population.” : 

It was inevitable that the issue as to national 
prohibition should resolve itself into a fight for and 
against the American Constitution. Many of the 
metropolitan newspapers, including the Post-Dispatch, 
have foreseen that this is what the issue would 
come to. Even before the Federal judiciary lifted its 
voice against violating the constitutional rights of 
the people to enforce national prohibition, and when 
the United States Supreme Court had failed to do 
so, the metropolitan newspapers had protested 
against what Justice Brandeis has characterized as 
outlawry upon the part of the Government itself. 
The News has allied itself with this school of thought. 
It therefore says that “the question raised by the 
eighteenth amendment is not one of liquor or no 
liquor,” which is an incident. It is a question of 
“what can be put in the Constitution without im- 
pairing its force, changing its character and ulti- 
mately destroying it as a constitution.” 

That is the point. How long is it going to be un- 
til influential newspapers like the Detroit News, the 
Springfield (Mass.) Republican, the Atlanta Consti- 
tution, the Memphis Commercial-Appeal, the Dallas 
News, the Kansas City Star, the Louisville Courier- 
Journal and the Houston Post-Dispatch, also admit 
it? 
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POLITICS AND DISARMAMENT. 

Now that both the American and British delega- 
tions at London have refused to enter a security pact, 
the conference should be in a position to consider 
limitation of armament. 

It is an amusing commentary upon the Kellogg 
treaty oullawing war that the French, who originat- 
ed it, feel that their only security is in nothing less 
than more warships or political guarantees made by 
either Great Britain or the United States or both. 
The next time one of these solemn pieces of make- 
believe is thrust into a world of hard realities it 
should be routed with laughter. 

The French will, of course, take their defeat badly. 
We learned in the Commentaries of Caesar that they 
were unable to bear misfortune, and we cannot see 
that they have changed from his time to our own. 
The London conference should go right ahead. It 
was called for the purpose of supplying omissions of 
the Washington conference. It is still possible to 
stop international competition in the building of 
cruisers, destroyers, submarines and similar war 
craft not included in the Washington treaty. and we 
hope to see the conference do it. 
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We don't know what Scotland Yard thinks about 
it, but the theft of all those paintings from the Carl- 
ton House Galleries looks very much like the work 
of one of E. Phillips Oppenheim's superlative rascals. 
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EXTRAORDINARY NEW HAMPSHIRE. 

In this day when state legislatures and Congress 
are engaged in mass production of laws, the news 
from New Hampshire reads like a dispatch from the 
political scientist's Utopia. The Granite State's Leg- 
Islature met, transacted its routine business, consid- 
ered a large sheaf of bills, and now has adjourned 
without adding a single measure to the statutes! 

‘The tinkerers, the lily painters and the workers 
for special interests, who helped put 16.921 new laws 
on the statute books of the 48 states in 1929, had a 
sad campaign in New Hampshire this year. Gov. 
Byrd of Virginia bas proposed special legislative ses- 
sions in each state to repeal obsolete laws, and New 
Hampshire's example is an excellent corollary to that 
plan.

marine. This was considered necessary to equalize 
the disparity in operating costs between American 
and foreign fleets. Ships flying the American flag 
come under the La Follette law and other regula- 
tions providing higher pay for seamen and better 
accommodations; besides they have yet to establish 
their business soundly against the stiff competition 
of foreign fleets. 

Since the high prices paid for carrying mail are 


in reality a gratuity given for the specific purpose 


of building an American merchant marine; it would 
seem the height of folly to permit companies operat- 
ing foreign ships, whether they are American-owned 
or not, to realize on the mail contracts. That would 
only be logical if the prices paid for carrying mail 
were based strictly on services rendered. 

Some of the steamship lines eager to obtain these 
mail contracts are parties to /the effort to kill

The reckless 
abandon with which Prof. Irving Fisher tosses sta- 
tistics about is, of course, one Of the marvels of the 
American scene. Prof. Fisher says prohibition is 
saving the country between $2,000,000.000 and $5,000,- 
000,000 a year. The latter figure is more than it 
costs to run the entire United States Government. But 
the shrinking violet championship goes to Mrs. Hen- 
ry W. Peabody, who, in reciting her piece before the 
House committee yesterday, admitted she spoke for 
12,000,000 dry women! Try that on your adding 
machine.

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AN STICE CORRECTED. 

The Court of Appeals has reversed itself in the 
Triola case. The case was this: Angelo Triola, a 
Western Union messenger’ boy, was run down and 
killed by a truck while on duty. The Workmen’s 
Compensation Board awarded the boy’s parents the 
sum of $3048, being two-thirds of the boy’s wages for 
a period of 300 weeks. The judgment was upheld 
in the Circuit Court. The Court of Appeals, to which 
the case was taken, reduced the award to $786.39. 
It did so on the ground that the boy was not the 
sole support of the family; that his salary was one- 
fourth of the family income; that, under the com- 
pensation law, the parents were parftal dependents 
and as such were entitled, not to two-thirds of the 
boy’s wage, hut only to two-thirds of his mae gee a 
quota of the family income. 

The Court frankly admitted the injustice of its 
ruling but charged that injustice to an ambiguous 
provision of the law. On rehearing the Court now 
holds that partial dependents are entitled to the full 
death benefit provided by the law when, as in this 
instance, the deceased contributed all his earnings to 
the support of the family. 

The Court of Appeals in reversing itself, ventures 
that it is carrying out the Legislature's intent. Pub- 
lic opinion will concur in this construction and wilt 
congratulate the Court on fulfilling the manifest 
purpose of the law.

by the eighteenth amendment is not one 

of liquor or no ¥quor—that is a mere 
incident—but of what can be put in the 
Constitution without impairing its force, 
changing its character and ultimately de- 
stroying it as a Constitution. There is no 
limit to the possibilities if the document is 
to become a chart of prohibitions, 

We have prohibited liquor. An amend- 
ment prohibiting child labor was not long 
ago submitted to the states, though it was 
not ratified. But it illustrated the tendency. 
There are many things and practices which 
considerable numbers of people would like 
to see prohibited—cigarettes, for instance. 
Indeed, all forms of smoking are highly 
objectionable to many people; all of whom 
would rejoice to see the Constitution 
amended so as to prohibit them all. 

But then what would become of the Con- 
slitution—what is becoming of it? It was 
designed to be nothing more than a frame- 
work of government. We are converting it 
into a bundle of statutes—a moral code. 
The founders of the Republic realized that 
only the most general rules could be ap- 
rlied to a territory ag extended as our ter- 
ritory even then was, and to a people that 
differed widely among themselves in many 
important particulars. So they felt the 
necessity for a dual form of government— 
which meant strong units and centers of 
local self-government. 

But now we are not only legislating in 
the Constitution—which is itself a mistake, 
and a very serious one—but legislating in 
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FF by the eignteenth + the question raised 
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regard to matters which the fathers would 
have left, and meant to be left, to the peo- 
ple in their local communities, and for a 
country vastly more extended than the fa- 
thers ever dreamed it would be, and for a 
vastly more diverse population. 

What we are witnessing, therefore, is a 
sort of progressive assassination of the Con- 
stitution, and a radical transformation of 
our Government. There must be—as it 
was intended there shouli be—a certain 
fiexibility in such a Government as ours if 
it is to do its work well. 

It is impossible to impose hard and fast 
and rigid social or economic rules on all 
our people without creating great friction 
and dissatisfaction—without also weaken- 
ing both the Federal and the state govern- 
ments. Such a policy is hopelessly at war 
with what we used to call the genius of our 
institutions. It is all part of that paternal. 


istic. centralizing policy which has of late’ 


years been so marked a feature of our po- 
litical life, a policy that is wholly un-Ameri- 
ean. 

That there is no wet or dry question in- 
volvéd is proved by the fact that the eight- 
eenth amendment does not forbid the use, 
transportation or sale of intoxicating liquors 
—for it is not self-executing. It does confer 
a power on Congress—but it is a power that 
Congress need not employ. The objection 
to it is that it does not belong in the Con- 
stifution, has no proper place there, that it 
reflects a tendency that is extremely dan- 
gerous, and may easily be the precursor of 
a brood of “amendments” of like nature.
